Plans for development growing at Boyne 


Shrugging off the occasional rumor 
of financial discord at Boyne USA, 
Stephen Kircher, president of Boyne’s 
Eastern Operations, assures thal 
there's nothing to whispers of doom 
and gloom. 

The rumors, fueled by the suspen- 
sion of construction last year at Boyne 
Mountain's new Mountain Grand 
Lodge and Spa, are nothing new for 
Kircher, or Boyne Mountain general 
manager Ed Grice, who've learned to 
take the talk with a grain of salt. 

The real story, Kircher said, is that 
things at Boyne USA have never been 


* better. 


The pause in construction at the 
Mountain Grand Lodge was the re- 
sult of aneed to rework financing with 
Bank One who, in late 2000, who had 


worked with the Mountain ona “syn- 
dication” financing situation. Unfor- 
tunately, shortly thereafter the syndi- 
cation markets “eroded and col- 
lapsed.” Kircher said. requiring the 
construction of the project to be sus- 
pended until financing details could 
be reworked. 

Which, according to Kircher, they 
essentially have. 

Though Kircher wouldn't commit 
to just exactly when construction will 
resume, he did say the goal is this fall, 
two years after the groundbreaking 
ceremonies that took place in 2000. 

In the meantime, Boyne Mountain 
has no lack of projects to concentrate 
on, with the biggest being the final- 
ization of an agreement between 
Boyne USA and Bluegreen Develop- 


Shulick will face 
three felony charges 


With bond set at $500,000, local 
resident John Shulick, 44, faces three 
felony charges stemming from an al- 
leged assault that culminated in a two- 
day stand-off with police. 

Last week, Shulick was charged in 
the 90th District Court with assault 
with intent to do great bodily harm 
less than murder, resisting and ob- 
structing an officer causing injury re- 
quiring medical treatment, and use of 
a firearm in the commission of a 
felony. If found guilty, Shulick could 
spend more than 20 years behind bars. 

The charges stem from an incident 
that began on Monday, Sept. 23, when 
Charlevoix County Sheriff George T. 
Lasater arrived at Shulick’s Boyne 
Falls-area home around 7 a.m., with 
three other officers, attempting to 
serve.a court order relating to 
Shulick’s divorce proceedings. | 

Upon confronting Shulick, Lasater 


-.was allegedly struck by the suspect 
_in the face with the barrel of a shot- 


gun, sustaining serious injuries to his - 
mouth and face, Lasater, who suf- 
fered from a broken jaw, lacerations, 
broken teeth,.and knee and neck in- 
juries, was transported to Charlevoix 


Arca Hospital, where he was treated 
and released. 

In the meantime, other law enforce- 
ment was called to assist at the scene, 
at which time, according to Undersh- 
eriff Don Schneider, Shulick was be- 
lieved to be barracaded in his home, 
located at the corner of Korthase and 
Rogers roads. Roadblocks were set up 
over a half-mile from the scene, and 
a multicounty Emergency Response 


Team (ERT) was called in to assist at.” 


the scene. 

According to the Charlevoix 
County Sheriff’s Office, during the 
course of the stand-off, the ERT dis- 


’ pensed tear gas into the residence on 


all four levels. Though at that time, 
no one exited the residence, bad 
weather forced officers to hold the 
scene until first light.on Tuesday, 
Sept. 24, when an added third team 
was activated to respond to the scene. 
Later that morning, ERT members 
enetered the home and completed a 
search of the residence and outbuild- 
ings with no sign of Shulick: 


Shulick tured himself in to offic-. 
ers near his residence at approxi- 


mately 5:45 p.m. on Tuesday.

= East Jordan voters approve 
$7.92 million school bond issue 


Though voter turnout was some- 
what lighter than expected, those who 
cast their ballots in East Jordan did 
so decisively, passing the school 
district's $7.92 million bond issue by 
a 706-320 vote. 

The news of the victory was not 
altogether a surprise to a delighted 
East Jordan schools superintendent 
Chip Hansen. “We're thrilled with the 
results,” Hansen said after the results 
were announced. “East Jordan has 
traditionally been a very supportive 
community when it comes to the 
schools, and today’s election was no 
exception.” 

Proposed plans outlined in the bond 
issue include expansions and im- 
provements at the three existing 
school buildings, including additional 
classroom space at the elementary, 
middle, and high schools, extensive 
reconfiguration of the media center, 
cafeteria, and main offices at the high 
school. and the addition of a 500-seat 
auditorium meant for both school and 
community use. 

With a total of 1.026 voters mak- 
ing it to the polls. the election turn- 
out falls short by 332 voters in cam- 
parison to the district’s last bond is- 
sue in 1995. at which time voters 
passed a bond to build a new middle 
school. Despite the “relatively light 
turnout.” though, the end result was 
“very positive.” Hansen said. And the

district is still pleased with the sup- 
port they’ve received on the project. 
“There are SO many positive things 
about East Jordan.” he said.

FBI arrests EJ man on drug charges 


Neighbors say they have never had 
any trouble with the Outlaws Motor- 
cycle Club, located on the corner of 
U.S. 131 and Alba Highway. But 
when federal investigators swarmed 
the nondescript clubhouse around 6 
a.m. last Wednesday, Donna LaPratt 
said she knew something was terri- 
bly wrong. 

“Obviously it was alarming to see 
a bunch of guys with guns next door 
to where you work,” said LaPratt, 
who was working at the Green Lan- 
tern Restaurant at the time. “We’ve 
never had any trouble with them be- 
fore. They pretty much kept to them- 
selves over there.” 

But apparently, there was a lot go- 
ing on at the clubhouse, and a some 
of it was illegal. 

Federal agents, following a 10-year 
investigation, raided the building and 
arrested club member Dennis 
Pellegrini at his home in East Jordan 
last Wednesday on federal charges of 
conspiracy to distribute cocaine, 
methamphetamine and marijuana. 

Pellegrini, who the FBI lists as the 
national vice president of the Outlaws 
organization, could face 10 years to 
life in prison if found guilty, accord- 
ing to FBI special agent Richard 
Licht. 

Pellegrini is currently being held in 
Grand Rapids awaiting extradition to 
Florida, where he is expected to be 
tried in Jacksonville or Tampa. Ac- 
cording to Licht, additional criminal 
charges could be lodged against 
Pellegrini, given the ongoing nature 
of the investigation. 

“Pellegrini was one of the 
organization’s national leaders. The 
investigation hasn’t ended with his 
arrest or the raid. It’s ongoing. We’re 


hopeful that we will uncover other 
criminal activities,” Licht said. 

Licht said the FBI was also look- 
ing for guns and drugs at the club- 
house. 

“The Outlaws Motorcycle Club is 
a criminal enterprise as far as I’m 
concerned,” Licht said from his of- 
fice in Lansing. “We're not investi- 
gating them because they're really 
nice guys. These are bad people.” 

Licht said the arrest and raid was a 
part of larger international investiga- 
tion into the Outlaw Motorcycle Club, 
in coordination with numerous Cana- 
dian law enforcement agencies. 

The club's international president 
Frank Wheeler was also arrested on 
Wednesday in Indianapolis, Ind.. on 
racketeering, murder, extortion, sto- 
len motorcycles and drug distribution 
charges. 

Along with the arrests of Pellegrini 
and Wheeler, Canadian law enforce- 
ment officials rounded up and ar- 
rested five associates and 45 members 
of the Outlaws Motorcycle Club. 
They were charged with various of- 
fenses including participation in a 
criminal organization, drug, auto theft 
and-weapons charges. In addition, 47 


search warrants were executed in 
Ontario. No other local club members 
were arrested. 

The FBI has been investigating 
motorcycle gangs, which gained foot- 
ing in Chicago around 1935, for quite 
some time, according to Licht. The 
Outlaws gained notoriety and a crimi- 
nal reputation in the 1960s when 
drugs, raucous behavior and gang 
activities were publicized in the me- 
dia. 

“Quite frankly, it’s been a good case 
for the FBI and for Antrim County. 
The sheriff and his officers did a good 
job,” Licht said. 

The arrests created quite a buzz in 
Alba and on the Outlaws Web site. 
Messages have poured in encourag- 
ing the brotherhood “to stay strong 
and united.” 

“They may have taken our property. 
but they will not take our Outlaw 
pride,” wrote Geoff from Canada, in 
an e-mail message. 

The Outlaws Motorcycle Club 
claims to have chapters in 17 states 
and three countries. Michigan has 
clubs in Alba, Bay City, Detroit, De- 
troit Westside, Down River and Grand 
Rapids.

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Former Boyne City manager responds to public 


TO THE EDITOR: 


My reputation in northern Michigan has been totally 
destroyed, as I have been unfairly attacked without a de- 
cent chance to respond. | am writing this open letter to 
the residents of Boyne City, not out of revenge but to set 
the record straight. 

My wife and I came here five years ago because we 
thought this would be a wonderful place to raise our twins. 
When I came here, the city had a number of outstanding 
problems, financial and otherwise, caused by previous 
mismanageinent. J dealt with each mess, one step at a 
time, without blowing my own horn. In the past two years 
alone I have been a part of or solely responsible for over 
60 projects that benefitted this city. | am proud of my 


accomplishments and leave this job with a clear con- 
science. 


There have always been a number of very serious is- 
sues with the staff. Before I came, the city had asked a 
Michigan Municipal League personnel consultant to help 
straighten out these problems. She gave up after two ses- 
sions. 

I am the first professional city manager the city has 
ever had. I have a master’s degree in public, administra- 
tion and 25 years experience. Sue Hobbs’ formal training 
consists of a two-year associate’s degree. 

I have done nothing wrong and have been unfairly 
treated by two power-hungry commissioners and a dis- 
gruntled employee who will stop at nothing to get her job 
back. I'was unfairly attacked by an orchestrated mob with- 
out a chance to defend myself. As bad as this is, it is noth- 
ing compared to the problems the city will face if these 
people are allowed to continue. 

Many peopledo not understand the city manager’s job 
responsibilities. One of my duties is to tell city commis- 
sioners when I feel a project they want to undertake would 
be detrimental to the city, both financially and operation- 
ally. This is not an easy part of my job, for I know it an- 
gers some of them to the point that they want to get rid of 
me, but my biggest responsibility is to the city, its wel- 
fare, and its residents. 

I will file a Freedom of Information Act request to have 
the written materials involved in my demotion of Sue 
Hobbs publicly released. This is not out of vengeance, 
but because it is only the tip of the iceberg, and I want to 
see these problems exposed and fairly dealt with before 
this city is destroyed. Residents of Boyne City should have 
the opportunity to judge for themselves based upon all of 
the information, not just one side of the story. I would 
like you to consider the timing issue in the Hobbs’ mat- 
ter: when J provided Sue Hobbs with the written reasons 
for the demotion and when certain city commissioners 
went into a frenzy to get rid of me. 

There is no “smoking gun” in my conduct over the past 
five years. For each action that I took, I have adequate 
reasons to substantiate it. The problem is that some indi- 
viduals are not even interested in knowing and understand- 
ing those reasons. 

My contract with the city was a contract for at-will 
employment, which means that the city commission could 
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terminate my employment at any time without any mean- 
ingful reason. 

How interesting it is that, even though every one of the 
city commissioners knew that what was said about me 
was filled with untruths, not one of them ever stood up 
publicly and came to my defense. Perhaps this was a blood 
sacrifice for some of them to save their own positions, 
while for others it was a convenient way to eliminate 
someone who stood in their way. 

Other hardworking city employees, who have contrib- 


uted much to this community over the years, are also on 


the hit list. I only hope you do not allow these people to 
do the same thing to them that they have done to me. This 
vigilante mob that attacked me so viciously was right, 
however, on one point: the motives of two city commis- 
sioners should be evaluated. 

If all of this angers you, start attending city commis- 
sion meetings and make your voice heard. Don't let your 
city be run by mob rule. 

People throughout town have been asking just what the 
city manager did that caused the city commission to re- 
new his employment agreement for only six months. I 
have been hesitant to discuss this, for my evaluation was 
conducted in two executive sessions, and discussions in 
executive session are to remain confidential. Since these 
executive sessions were about me, however, | do have 
the legal right to share some basic information about them. 
1 would indeed like to respond to the residents of Boyne 
City, for the commissioners did not allow adequate time 
for me to respond to them. 

(1) My desk and office were messy and I should clean 
them up. I readily admit that they were messy, but busy, 
effective people have messy desks. 1 function better in 
clutter and knew where things were. With my workload, 
I often had to make a choice between a clean office/desk 
and dealing with issues and problems. I chose to concen- 
trate on the latter. 

(2) I needed to share more information with the front 
office staff and city commissioners. City commissioners, 
overall, were better informed than previous commission- 
ers prior to my arrival. In my memos to them on major 
issues, they received alternative solutions and an evalua- 
tion of each. : 

As far as front office staff is concerned, my manage- 
ment style is not to discuss everything with everybody. 
When working on a project, I shared information with 
those working on that project. If others have questions, 
they should simply ask someone working on the project. 

There are three other primary reasons why all informa- 
tion was not shared with the entire staff. (1) Some infor- 
mation must remain confidential due to the subject mat- 
ter, 1.€. personne] issues, economic development negotia- 
tions, collective bargaining negotiations, etc. (2) City hall 
has a very active gossip network. (3) Some staff are eager 
to tear apart good ideas if they do not fit their precon- 
ceived biases. 

(3) Performance evaluations should be started on all 
employees. I established a process, started it with the 
Ambulance Director’s position, and had plans to continue 
with each department head. Other employees, both union

and non-union, were a much more complex issue. To 
evaluate them, one needs specific job standards, which 
do not exist. For unionized employees, evaluations are 
even subject to the grievance process. The city’s two la- 
bor attorneys even cautioned against evaluating union- 
ized employees. To be fair, I did not believe one group of 
employees should be evaluated unless all employees could 
be evaluated in a fair manner that would stand up to even- 
tual challenges. ; 

(4) Commissioners were upset about not receiving 
enough timely information on two subjects. The first was 
a tenant in the Fochtman building who had fallen consid- 
erably behind in monthly rental payments. After numer- 
Ous altempts to collect the back rent, I had started the 
eviction process, and then the tenant went to city com- 
missioners. Commissioners ended up reducing the 
monthly rent and extending the lease for an additional 24 
months. Despite this, we are now talking about eviction 
again. 

The idea to purchase this property was commissioner 
Standen’s. While the idea has merit, my recommendation 
was to develop a plan for the property and sell it as soon 
as possible, thus putting it back on the tax rolls with de- 
velopment by a private developer. This is significantly 
different from extending existing leases. 

The second subject was the federal grant from the Eco- 
nomic Development Administration (EDA) to expand the 
industrial park. This was one of two grants, the other, larger 
one being from the state Economic Development Corpo- 
ration. 

As plans and funding for the expansion were being fi- 
nalized, the city was approached by Federal Screw Works 
about constructing an $11 million factory. To secure this 
factory, the city has to meet very tight deadlines for pro- 
viding utilities and streets. 

To meet these deadlines, I had to start the project with 
state funds. When EDA officials were informed the project 
was underway, they indicated their grant took top prior- 
ity and that the city could lose its funds because construc- 
tion had started before all federal reviews of grant mate- 
rials were completed. They said the EDA had special pro- 
cedures for dealing with fast-track projects, but nowhere 
in the one-inch thick stack of EDA rules and regulations 
are such procedures discussed. 

I completed the project using state and city funds and 
the Federal Screw Works plant was built and is now oper- 
ating. Six of the 16 lots in the new park have, in fact, 
been sold during a less than robust economic climate. In 
doing this, however, the city’s general fund balance was 
reduced to a very low level until September’s property 
tax payments were received, something I anticipated could 
happen. These local funds used will be reimbursed by 
EDA grant funds. : 

The problems with the EDA grant are now resolved, 
and the city will be receiving its grant funds. I made a 
conscious decision not to inform City Commissioners 
about all of this for two, very sound reasons. First of all,

Greg Boswell, 92, one of East 
Jordan’s most active and involved 
citizens and native son passed away 
on Sunday, Sept. 29, 2002 at his home 
in East Jordan. 

Funeral services will be held on 
Wednesday, Oct. 2, at 11 a.m. at the 
First Presbyterian Church in East Jor- 
dan. 

The Rev. Mark A. Medina will of- 
ficiate. Interment will be in Sunset 
Hill Cemetery in East Jordan. 

He was born on Aug. 13, 1910 in 
East Jordan, the son of William and 
Grace (Gregory) Boswell. His father 
had been a professional photographer 
and his mother operated a millinery 
shop and was later the city treasurer 


for East Jordan. 
Greg graduated from East Jordan 


in 1927 and attended Ferris Banking 
School, graduating in 1928. 

After graduation, he went to work 
in the Union Industrial Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank in Flint. He returned to East 
Jordan to work in the State Bank of 
East Jordan in July of 1934. 

Greg worked his way up from teller 
in 1935 to assistant cashier in 1936, 

On Jan. 25, 1938 in Boyne City, he 
married Betty Newville. She survives. 

He worked his way up from cash- 
ier in 1951 to vice-president in 1962 
and then president in 1965. Greg fur- 
thered his education by attending the 
School of Banking at Madison, Wis., 
graduating in 1953. 

In 1944, the bank opened another 
office in Boyne City, and in 1956, the 
State Bank of East Jordan moved toa 
new building, its present location, in 
East Jordan. 

In £968, the bank joined with banks 
from Charlevoix, Petoskey, 
Cheboygan, Gaylord, Alpena and 
Roscommon to form the Central 
Computer Corp., in Gaylord. Greg 
served as president of this association 
in 1973 and 1974. 

In January of 1969, the bank stock- 
holders authorized changing the name

of the bank from State Bank of East 
Jordan to Northwestern State Bank. 
Progress continued as an addition was 
added to the East Jordan office and a 
drive-in window was installed. The 
bank expanded its service area further, 
opening a branch office in Boyne 
Falls in July 1971. and a branch of- 
fice at Boyne City B&C Family Cen- 
ter in August 1974. \ 

When Greg retired from banking on 
Dec. 31, 1975, Northwestern State 
Bank reported total assets of 
$40,910,616.42. Altogether, Mr. 
Boswell had been in banking for 47 
years, 41 of them in East Jordan. 
Northwestern State Bank is now part 
of Huntington Bank. 

Greg had taken an active part in 
community activities throughout the 
years. He was a member of the First 
Presbyterian Church in East Jordan, 
the East Jordan Rotary Club and the 
Charlevoix Masonic Lodge No. 282 
F.&AM. 

He was secretary for the local bowl- 
ing leagues for many years. He was 
treasurer of the local chapter of the 
Polio National Foundation for 20 
years. 

He had served as president of the 
Industrial Development Corporation 
and was past Secretary-treasurer. 

Greg is perhaps best known for his 
dedication to loca) educational en- 
deavors. He served as secretary of the 
East Jordan School Board for more 
than 20 years. 

He was also.a member of the Inter- 
mediate School Board and before that 
he served on the Northern Michigan 
County School Board. 

His service to education and inter- 
est in sports was commemorated in 
1962, when the East Jordan High 
Schoo} athletic field, the land which 
was formerly the Charlevoix County 
Fairgrounds, was named Boswell 
Field and later in 1992 the football 
stadium near the East Jordan High 
School was named Boswell Stadium 


by each respective East Jordan Board 
of Education. , 

Greg spent many hours keeping the 
football field in shape for games. He 
had taken care of the field since work 
began there following its acquisition 
from the county. 

Greg also enjoyed bowling and 
fishing. He loved his cabin on the Au 
Sable River. 

Greg is survived by his wife, Betty 
Boswell of East Jordan; three chil- 
dren, Sandy (Richard Eaton) Johnson 
of Clawson, Sue (Charles) Kamradt 


of Sparta and Bill Boswell of Roch- 
ester Hills; seven grandchildren; ten 
great- grandchildren; two great-great- 
grandchildren; and one sister, Blanche 
Dedoes of Peoria, Ariz. 

He was preceded in death by his 
father, William Boswell and his 
mother, Grace Gregory Boswell 
Frieberg.

The Boyne City Ramblers have a list of goals they hope to accomplish this 
season, none of which they have yet to achieve. 

But after their 28-0 win over East Jordan last Friday. they are getting aw- 
fully close to being able to check off one of them. 

The Ramblers are now 4-1 on the season, 2-0 in the Lake Michigan Confer- 
ence and tied with St. Francis for first place, and they need just two wins to 
earn a berth in the playoffs.

WHILE THE FINAL SCORE last Friday indicated a relatively easy 
game for the Ramblers, early in the game it was more a battle of who 
was going to give it away.

of having everybody and his brother involved would 
have made it much more difficult to resolve the issue 
with the EDA. I know this from experience, having 
worked with numerous federal and state agencies. I 
did work closely with the two, best agencies for re- 
solving this matter, Northern Lakes Economic Alliance 
and Congressman Stupak’s office. 

Secondly, I took complete responsibility for the prob- 
lem when dealing with the EDA officials. My position 
was, if you want to punish someone, punish me and 
not the community. If I had involved the city commis- 
sion, it would indeed have been: easier for the EDA 
officials to justify punishing the entire community. 

There were three entities involved in this EDA grant: 
the city, which I represented, the grant administration 
agency, and the project engineer, only one of whom 
had previous experience working with the EDA. Of 
the three, I was the only one who stepped forward and 
took responsibility for the problem, and I did so at con- 
siderable, personal risk. This is a quality of leadership. 
Taking responsibility for one’s actions and doing what

total debt retirement millage for taxpayers will be 3.5 mills rather than 
the expected 4.14 mills. “That millage rate is nearly two-tenths less 
[than proposed], and I expect it to drop again in 2003 when the interest 
rate is finalized,” he said. 

Now that the issue has passed, Hansen said, work is already begin- 
ning on the “design and programming” phases of the project, during 
which time the process will actively involve faculty and staff members 
in pinning down design element details that will best serve the needs 
and goals of the schools. ‘We’ ve allocated the square footage and dol- 
lars to provide quality facilities,” Hansen said. 

Hansen said the project will likely be bid in two packages, with the 
elementary school work out to bid in February and work starting in 
April, followed by the middle and high school improvements bid out in 
May and beginning as soon as possible. 

Because of the complexity of the work at the high school, Hansen 
said, the project is expected to span two years, particularly when con- 
sidering that the extensive interior renovations planned will require that 
some of the new classrooms and the auditorium will need to be com- 
pleted prior to the work on the existing interior. 

“The work will be done in stages in a two-year period,” Hansen said. 
“We hope to occupy everything in September of ‘04.”

Whether you're a visitor or resident, fall color in 
northern Michigan is always something to celebrate.

Experiencing FALL color 
in the Jordan valley 


A fat experience in northern 
Michigan wouldn’t be complete 
without a leisurely tour of the glori- 
ous colors of the Jordan Valley. The 
following tour routes (approximate 
travel time: three hours to all day!) 
have been provided by the East Jor- 
dan Area Chamber of Commerce. 


The drive begins on M-32 highway 
which will take you past the new East 
Jordan Community Park, airport and 
City of East Jordan’s Industrial Park, 

Continue on M-32 until you reach 
the Charlevoix/Antrim County line; 
turn left onto Pesek Road. You will 
pass one of the historic farmsteads 
built by the Pesek family which is 
now the Stonehedge Fiber Mill. Just 
past Stonehedge, you will come up 
on the St. John Nepomucene Pioneer 
Cemetery on your right. If you choose 
to stop and visit the cemetery, see if 
you can find the tomb of the unknown 
pioneer. At the Pesek and Bergmann 
Road intersection, follow pavement 
to the right. At the end of Bergmann 
Road. cross M-32 to St. Johns Road. 
Stop and view the magnificent Bohe- 
mian church. 

After a stop at St. John’s. back in 
the vehicle and out to M-32. turn right 
(east) on to M-32 to continue your 
tour. On your Tett you will see the St. 
John’s Praha Cemetery.

For a shorter tour, turn right on to 
Adams Road approximately one mile 
from St. John’s Church, This road 
will take you over rolling hills and 
past farms, fields and forests for a 
scenic glimpse of yesteryear. Adams 
Road will bring you to Old State 
Road which crosses the Jordan River 
and then M-66 highway. You can re- 
turn to East Jordan turning right 
(north) on M-66 or continue on Old 
State Road. * 

Driving on, no tour of the Jordan 
Valley would be complete without a 
tour and trip to Deadman’s Hill 
(where restrooms are available). 
Deadman’s Hill is the trailhead for 
several hiking paths into Jordan Val- 
ley. You'll drive by the Fl-jireh farm's 
beautiful stone barn where lambs and 
emu are seen grazing in the sloping 
pastures. The Warner Creek Pathway 
(maps at Chamber office) is also off 
M-32 on the right. The pathway fea- 
tures great hiking. and cross country 
skiing opportunities. 

The countryside ts full of color on 
all sides of varying shades and depth. 
Atthe M-32 and US-131 intersection, 
turn right onto US-131. 

*optional® Just past the turn to 
Gaylord, you will turn right onto the 
Jordan River Road (dirt road). The 
trip on this road is a great way to see 
the Jordan River if you don’t mind 


traveling on a narrow, dirt road with 
unpredictable road conditions. This 
road gets you into the Jordan Valley, 
but will not take you to Deadman’s 
Hill. It is suggested that you have a 
Jordan River Pathway map for this 
trip, available at the Chamber office. 

If you do not head into the Vailey, 
proceed on US-131 to Deadman’s 
Hill Road (on the right). Watch for 
signs. Park your vehicle and prepare 
for one of the most beautiful sights in 
the Midwest; a short hike down the 
marked pathway will have you view- 
ing Deadman’s Hill and the breath- 
taking Jordan Valley. 

Once back on the road and out to 
US-131, turn right and proceed down 
the highway to Turner Road. Turn 
right off 131 onto Turner Road to visit 
the Jordan River Fish Hatchery 
¢handicap accessible). Tumer Road is 
a dead-end. winding, paved road fea- 
turing plenty of color. The Fish Hatch- 
evry hours are 7 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. daily, 
and the visitor information center is 
open 24 hours, seven days a week. 
Restrooms, coffee, and hot chocolate 
are available. If you choose, you can 
go into the Jordan Valley here (dirt 
road- see Pathway Map if you choase 
this option).

After visiting the overlook, head back 
to Alba Road, turn right onto Alba 
Road. Follow until M-66, and turn 
right. Travel down M-66, turn left 
onto Old State Road for the rolling 
hills and curvy road full of beautiful 
overlooks.
